Tbs l^k operational seaaon beflui vith tbe lofiltvatloa of the Friday Tooa 
on 29 May. Xbs team leader aade tw> atteapts to approach tbe bouee of the 
team contact, the first on 30 May and the second on 31 Hay. During the 
latter attasDpt he \iss cballenfied by tso civilians. The toaa thereupon 
retreated to Greece, miere they arrived on 1 June. They vere not pureued. 

The field bellevee that it ie inpi&oMble that the teaa*a miaalon vac blomn 
or the team laeadiesnii recognised. A full report of the team's debriefing hae 
not yet been received.

b. Due to the deeisloo no aeaber of CZ^ should have dlxecrt eoataet with 
Mr. George Veilsr to discuss the article he was npottoA to be writing on 
Albania, only wooSoevo ot the Free Burope Conoittee (iSC) dlecuesed the aiatter 
with Mr. Weller. Unfbrtiinately, the neobers of IBC had not been briefed on 
eXA'a poaition were unable to dve Mr. Weller facte which voul.d 

the laapreeslcn he had received frou hie eooversatlons with the "Frolbeeor Group 
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of tfao Betlll Kgsibetar Party (BS) la Booe. Jo addition, it mm Xoamad 
tbat Mr* Vallnr bad fllad a nevs atory on tkm BCPA prior to hla arrival
